SITUATION HAS GROWN 

INTENSE IN 3 YEARS 


Washington, D. C„ April 20.— 
President Wilson told Washing¬ 
ton newspaper correspondents to¬ 
day not to get the impression that 
the United States was going to 
have war with Mexico. He point¬ 
ed out that under no* circum¬ 
stances would the United States 
fight the Mexican people; that it 
was thpir_friend. 

■ Mr. Wilson said he was going to 
.congress to tell of.a special situa¬ 
tion and to ask approval of pinna 
to meet a special situation. He 
declared the issue was only one 
between the United States and a 
man who calls himself president 
of Mexieo, hut whom the t’nited 
States had not recognized as en¬ 
titled to that right. * 

The president said the intention 
of the United States was to help 
the people of Mexico and that he 
had a feeling of uneasiness when 
he found the newspapers fired 
with enthusiasm for war. 

Mr. Wilson declared he did not 
want war, hut justice, and that he 
did not consider sueli acts of yes 
prisal as are planned, acta of war, 
hut measures short of war, sus¬ 
tained by the Greytown precedent 


Mexlccf City. April 20.—Portillo y Ro- 
Jus. minister of foreign affairs. In an¬

the action In question was due to the 
zeal<>usne*s of a subaltern, which might 
lie regarded as excusable If It Is taken

"Third.—That the government of 
United States bind Itself to salute rflf 
Mexican flr.g Immediately following the 
salute by the Mexicans to the Ataerl- 
can flag with 21 guns of the mats-of- 
war Dolphin or any other battleship at 
anchor In those waters. 

"Fourth —The guns to which the 
preceding article refers shall lie fired 
at the moment when the Mexican flag 
shall be hoisted to the top of a mast 
of the aforesaid man of war. <.r of any 
other warship In those waters, and to]

I Rumania’s rise from a position of 
* lavish subjection to Turkey to a” free 
and independent nation, the mont pro¬ 
gressive and enlightened of the Balkan 
Htatea. has been accomplished during 
the reign of one monarch. Charles I., 
who was born a Prince of Hohenxol- 
tern-Slgmar Ingen Just three-quarters 
of a century ago to-day. April 20, 1*28. 
He waa elected prince or host odar of 
Rumania by a plebiscite on April 20. 
1845, his twenty-seventh birthday, and 
was crowned king In 1551.
